REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The examiner amendment is needed to cancel claims 12-19 
which was addressed in applicant's response on January 24, 2005 
in order to put the case in condition for allowance. 

3. Claims 21-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance : 

Upon close review of the claims, the prior art of record 
and applicants remarks in the amendment on page 7 lines 1-5 
mailed March 14, 2005, it appears that the allowance of claims 
21-27 is appropriate. 

Djurkovic et al . (U.S. 6,430,168), newly recited reference, 
discloses a handoff wireless network wherein a sync channel 
overhead extended global redirection message is directed to a 
mobile unit for handoff between a overlay cell and underlay cell 
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(abstract and col. 3 line 60 through col. 4 line 29). Lee (U.S. 
Patent 6,208,862), newly recited reference, discloses an idle 
mobile station receives a global service redirection message on 
a synchronize channel for hard hand off (col. 3 lines 1-25). 

However, Djurkovic et al . and Lee , do not teach claims 21-27 
discussed above.
